Rome has spoken. Last week the precise 
nature of the censure which was announced as 
about to issue from the Vatican to strike the 
National League was as yet uncertain, although 
it was well known that the public would soon 
be in possession of the text of the Papal pro- 
nouncement. At that time, therefore, we 
abstained from any comment upon the 
rumours, which have turned out to be well- 
fonnded, as to the crushing nature of the 
PoPz's condemnation of the methods employed 
by the National League. Now, however, the 
important document has been made publie, 
and has been received all over the world with 
lively satisfaction by the friends of Jaw, order, 
and morality, and with the utmost consterna- 
tion by the Leaguers, whose evil deeds it uncom- 


promisingly condemns. Our readers will

Furthermore, that rents may not 
be “ extorted from tenants” and “ deposited in 
the hands of unknown persons to the detriment 
of the landowners.” And, finally, that “it is 
contrary to justice and charity to persecute 
by a social interdict those who are satisfied to
